M.V. Melnnes, general irn:r > ' juration 
agent for the Department of Liifel-lerior, 
was in town to-day. lie says tbere is 
quite a noticeable immigration from the 
United States to Canada this year, chiefly 
from North Dakota and Michigan.

There are eight agents at work in the 
States, and a new method adopted this 
year, in the employment of local- men, 
promises satisfactory results. .

Silt MACKENZIE BO WELL. 

A Popular Address Before the Orange 
Gathering in North Hastings. 

Belleville, July 14. — (Special) — Sir 
Mackenzie Powell attended a large 
Orange demonstration in the constitu- 
ency of North Hastings, at Ivanhoe. 
He spoko about half an hour and had a 
hearty reception. His address was 
chiefly devoted to the aims and prin- 
ciples of the order. He referred to the 
better understanding of them by the 
people as recently demonstrated in Mon- 
treal and other sections of t lie country, 
He said it would not bo possible to gov- 
ern successfully a country in which there 
was such a diversity of creed and race as 
exiBts in Canada, without strict ad- 
herence to the principles laid down in 
the constitution of the Orange order — 
uamel}', liberty of conscience, toleration 
of others' opinions, equal rights to all, 
and firm maintenance of constitutional 
rights. lie was heartily applauded. 

REMINDER OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

Who Returned Thanks That There Were 
No Orangemen Among the 
Liberals? 

Montreal, July 14.— f. a Patrie, the 
chief Liberal organ in Quebec, makes a 
savage attack upon the Orange order. 
It says the order includes in it the most 
abominable characters imaginable, and 
that there are no means to which they 
will not resort to prejudice people 
against nil that is Catholic and French. 
Clarke Wallace, the present leader of 
the order, the paper describes as a com- 
plete personification of bad faith and 
political baseness. 

BYE-ELECTIONS IN SIGHT. 

A Stubborn Petitioner Who May Cause 
Several Constituencies to Be 
Opened. 

Toronto, July 14.— (Special) — The 
Globe's Montreal special says: "If the 
new petitioner in the Beauharnois elec- 
tion case persists, it is likely that there 
will be ten or twelve byc-uleetiona. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, before leaving for Eng- 
land, arranged with Sir Charles Tapper 
that all election protests Bhould be 
abandoned. But ii the Beauharnois 
petitioner cannot be appeased, this ar- 
rangement will fall to the ground. 
Among the elections which will then be 
contested will be those of lion. A. G. 
L'lair, Mr. Bergeron in Beauharnoie, D'r.

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Wheat Within Three Weeks of Harvest- 
Free Milling Gold Found— Reeve 
Stevenson Dead. 

Winnipeg, July 14.— (Special) — A sam- 
ple of wheat was received at the C. P. R. 
Land Company's office from the agent at 
Cartwright. It was grown on the farm 
of William Blow and is within three 
weeks of being ripe for harvest. C.P.R. 
land experts throughout the country are 
of opinion that the bulk of the harvest 
will be ready for reaping by the second 
week in August. This is about as early 
a crop as has yet been known in Mani- 
toba and as the danger of frost does not 
come until about tho second week in 
September, it ib calculated that the 
farmers will not have much to complain 
of this year except it be low prices. 

A rich strike has been made on the 
Bullion Mining and Prospecting Com- 
pany's claim on Shoal Lake, near Pat 
Portage. The specimens are unusuallv 
rich in free gold, the assays going a's 
high as !fl00 to the ton, with the pi03- 
pect of even better results when a great- 
er depth is reached.

SCENTS EUROPEAN WAR. 

The Evening Standard Considers the Situa- 
tion in Southeastern Europe Ex- 
tremely Grave. 

London, July 14.— Tho Evening Stan 
dard regards the situation in southeast- 
ern Europe as extremely grave and says 
there is no doubt that unless appear 
ances are most deceptive, hostilities be 
tween Turkey and Greece will shortly 
be renewed. The paper says : " Perhaps 
we may be at the beginning of a general 
European war." 

Referring to the broad question of an 
attempt by Europe to coerce Turkey, the 
Standard says: "So far its England is 
concerned public opinion does not favor 
going to war for the sake of Greece. 
Perhaps the best way out of it would be 
to make a comproqiiso with Turkey; 
for the existing deadlock is slowly but 
surely ruining Greece. We have before 
us trie terrible prospect of a European 
war and it is not worth running such a 
risk for the mere sake of rehabilitating 
Greece." 



PLENTY COAL IN SIGHT. 

A Famine Not Now Anticipated and Prices 
Take a Downward Turn. 

PrrrsBUKG, July 14.— The fear of a 
coal shortage, which caused a scramble 
for the black diamonds and a heavy ad- 
vance in prices on Monday, is over, and 
unless the strike lasts many months a 
famine is not now expected. There is 
at present an abundance of coal in the 
market. Operators are in daily receipt 
of letters from the mines east, and north 
of Pittsburg, offering them large quan- 
tities of coal at from 75 cents to $1.25 at 
the mines, on freight rates varying from 
."H to 59 cents. While the visible supply 
oti the Monongahela, between here and 
Brownsville, does not exceed 7,000,000 
bushels, the operators t=ay calls can be 
made on the Clearfield district, where 
coal can be obtained without difficulty 
and at rates as reasonable as could be 
expected. The present quotations for 
coal risen from the mines are $1.23 to 
if 1. 50. On Monday sales were made at 
$1.80. 

CROW'S NEST CONTRACTS. 

Fifty Miles oi Grading Awarded and the 
First Sod Turned. 

McLkod, July 14. — The first titty miles 
of the Crow's Nest Pass road grading is 
let. Strevel gets the first five miles from 
Lethbridgo, Foley Brothers and Doheny 
thirty-five miles, McCrimmon five miles, 
and McArthur live miles. The first sod 
was turned at Lethbridge to-day. 



Shies at The Deal. 

Toronto, July 14. — Tho Mail and Em- 
pire's Ottawa special sayB that a minis- 
ter is authority for the statement that 
nothing was done at Monday's cabinet 
meeting regarding the Drummond 
County Railway deal. It is stated, the 
dispatch adds, that Sir Oliver Mowat 
would not allow anything to be done in 
tilis matter in the ahsence of Sir Richard 
Cartwright. 

The West Creating Prosperity. 

Montreal. July 13. — Canadian Pacific 
magnates are feeling well pleased with 
the prospects just now. Sir, William Van 
Home, when asked if he had any par- 
ticular theory as to the cause of the 
lnrL'o increase in the company's receipts, 
replied that it came from tho large in- 
crease of business in the Northwest and 
British Columbia. The increase em- 
braces both the passenger and freight 
receipts.

Hkni.ky-on-Thames, July 14.— Amid 
beautiful weather, although a stiff wind 
blew at intervals from the Berkshire 
shore, the Henley regatta of 1S97 began 
to-day. The crowd on the banks was 
not so large nor so demonstrative aa 
usual, but the celebrated stretch of a 
mile and a quarter just below Henley 
bridge, which is the course of the re- 
gatta, was the scone of some admirable 
racing. Above the bridge a picturesque 
flotilla of small craft, with excursion 
launches, house boats and innumerable 
smaller vessels filled the eye of the spec- 
tator. Along the towpath were scores of 
experts ready to watch, with stop-watch- 
eB and field glasses, the expected con- 
testants. Others on bicycles or on horee- 
back rode to and fro, shouting to one 
another or giving instructions. Al- 
though the crowd was not so great as in 
1896, a fact due probably to London's 
recent saturnalia of fashion and overflow 
of Jubilee emotion, it presented many 
brilliant social aspects. 

From the Canadian and American 
point of view the principal intereet 
centred in the performances of the 
Winnipeg Rowing Club crew, and of 
Dr. W.-S. McDowell, of the Delaware 
Boat Club of Chicago. The Winnipegs 
Bpoiled all the predictions based upon 
their roughness of form by beating ono 
of the Dutch crews, the Utrecht Uni- 
versity Rowing Club, in the first heat 
for the Stewards Challenge Cup; and 
Dr. McDowell justified the faith of bis 
backers by beating the Hon. F. A. 
Guinness in the second trial heat for the 
Diamond Sculls. 

The Eton College Crew, of which 
young Mr. Astor, son of Win. Waldorf 
Astor, is & member, came off with flying 
colors in a trial heat for the Ladies' Chal- 
lenge Cup, beating the crew of Ridley 
College by three lengths. 

The trial heat between the Winniuees 
and the Utrechts for the Stewards Chal- 
lenge Cup had its amusing features. Tiia 
Winnipegs got away swiftly, taking a 
prompt lead and striking the water at a 
41 to the minute stroke. The Utrechts 
rowed at 40. At near the top of 
Temple Island the Dutchmen col- 
lided with the piles. This accident 
completely disconcerted the whole crew, 
and from that point to the finish their 
steering waB very bad and sometimes 
ludicrous. The Winnipegs did not make 
a much better showing. Their steering 
was very unreliable. At the half way 
post their boat was in the UtrechtH 
water and when the Dutchmen spurt*, el 
the Canadians were within an ace of 
being fouled. Tho Winnipegs then re- 
turned to their own water, and the 
Dutchmen with characteristic obstinacy 
went out of their own water tofolkv.v 
Winnipeg. Opposite the grand stand, 
when both crews were in neutral water, 
the Dutchmen fouled the Winnipegs. 
For an instant both came virtually to a 
standstill, but they started aaain, the 
Winnipegs leading, and winning what 
was certainly an exciting race in one re- 
spect by half a length. The time was as 
follows: ■ Quarter mile, 1 miu. 10 sec. ; 
half mile, 2 min. 40 sec. ; three quarters, 

4 min. 19 rec. ; mile, 5 min. 5 sec; full 
course, 7 min. 47 sec. The boat of the 
Winnipegs seemed to travel badly. The 
Utrecht's cedar craft acted much better. 

THE DIAMOND SCULLS. 

In the race with Guinness, Dr. Mc- 
Dowell who had the B ii-ks shore, made 
a splendid start. By the time he had 
reached the end of Temple Island there 
was a distinct interval between his boat 
and that of Guinness. At the half dis- 
tance lie was three lengths ahead, and 
had reached the stake in 3 min. 5 sec. 
In 4 miu. 7 see. he had reached 
the Fawley Court boathouse ; in 

5 min. he was at the three-quar- 
ters distance stakes, and in min. 
61 Bee. he had covered the mile. Then 
Guinness made a bravo spurt and re- 
duced tho Ohieagoan's lead by two boat 
lengths, but McDowell had still an im- 
mense reserve and rapidly drew away, 
not giving Guinness any wash, but row- 
ing a beautiful course.

REGATTA PRESIDENT'S vDEATII. 

An Untimely Event Which Cast a Shadow 
Over the Sport. 

Henley-on-thames, July 14. — Francis 
Robert Stonor, fourth Baron of Cameris, 
died here to-day. The announcement 
of the death of Baron Cameris cast a 
shadow over the regatta. He was an en- 
thusiastic patron of high class sport and 
greatly in favor among rowing men. His 
house at Stoner, only a short distance 
from the regatta course, was the home 
of the university oarsmen. He had been 
long closely connected with the regatta 
company. Baron Cameris was not yet 
41. He was president of the regatta. 

RUSSIA AND CHINA. 

Overtures for An Alliance Said to Have 
Found Favor With Li Hung Chang. 

London, July 14. — Special despatches 
from Shanghai say it is reported there 
that before taking his- departure Prince 
Ouchtomeky, chief of the Russian special 
mission to the Chinese Emperor, dis- 
cussed with the Emperor's advisers the 
question of a Russo-Chinese alliance. It 
is stated, bo the despatch says, that Li 
Hung Chang approves the idea of such 
an alliance. Prince Ouchtomsky also 
urged the adoption of the Russian gauge 
on all the railways in Northern China, 
but this suggestion was not accepted. 



Constantinople, July 14. — Important 
ministerial councils were held on Sun- 
day and Monday at which an indemnity 
of £15,000,000 was agreed upon as the ex- 
treme limit of Turkey's concession. 
This agreement was sanctioned by an 
imperial irade. The councils further 
prepared a report stigmatizing the con- 
cert of Europe as " a league of Cross 
against Crescent." 

The Sultan, after considering the re- 
port, answered by the following irade: 
" I am convinced that the efforts and 
energy of the powers are directed freely 
towards the maintenance of peace and 
prevention of fresh complications. In 
the circumstances it is the plain duty of 
Turkey, whose sentiinentB are likewiee 
pacific, to put an end to the present ab- 
normal situation. Consequently, I 
command the ministers, if possible to 
rind the necessary means for concluding 
the negotiations and begin the prelimin- 
aries for peace by Thursday." 

The foregoing iB authentic, but is re- 
garded as a ruse intended to delay a de- 
cision, although in some quarters it has 
led to the belief that to-morrow's coun- 
cil will decide to meet Europe's views on 
the frontier question. The Grand Vizier 
had a longand stormy intarviewon Mon- 
day with Count Nelidorff, the Russian 
ambassador to Turkey, who insisted 
upon the evacuation of Thessaly, and 
according to rumor threatened that 
Russia would retaliate in Asia Minor if 
Turkey remained obstinate. To this 
the Grand Vizier replied that Turkey is 
ready to comply with this demand when 
Russia shall have evacuated Kara and 
Batoum. 

It is stated that the ambassadors at 
their conferences have arranged a plan 
for coercion by which Russia will block- 
ade the Bosphorus and England the 
Dardanelles, while Austria will seize the 
railway of Salonica. It is rumored that 
while the Czar's reply to the Sultan's 
telegram waa peremptory, Emperor 
William promised to consider, but later 
the German ambassador strongly ad- 
vised the porte to agree to E urope's de- 
mands. 

Confirmation has been received of the 
report that the Turks are constructing a 
military road in some of the passes of 
Mount Othrys and are preparing to re- 
sume hostilities. 



THE EP WORTH CONVENTION. 

Hosts From All Over the Continent Moving 
Towards Toronto, 

Buffalo, July 14.— The city is full of 
lip worth Leaguers en route to the great 
international convention, which begins 
in Toronto to-morrow. The Missouri 
delegation which arrived this morning 
numbers 700 young men and women. 
Other large delegations are expected to 
arrive during the noxt twelve hours. A 
large party known as " Wyoming confer 
ence " came in over the Lackawanna 
road this afternoon. There were about 
250 in thig party. The Nebraska dele 
tion will reach hero to-morrow morning. 
The coaches in which they will com 
will bo elaborately decorated. The 
Texas delegation, numbering 400, are 
due to-night. 

Toronto, July 14.— Five thousand Ep- 
worth Leaguers and friends arrived to- 
day. The balance of the 20,000 arrivo 
to-morrow, when the convention will 
be oponed simultaneously in the four 
biggest buildings in the city. State 
delegations are taking up headquarters 
in the chief hotels and churches. 



An Awkard Mistake. 

Toronto, July 14.— The Globe's Strat- 
ford correspondent says that Lay Reader 
Hamilton, arrested in Pembroke on 
suspicion of being the murderer of the 
Ellisen girl in Salt Lake City, is a native 
of Stratford, and spent the fall of 1895 
there. It seems possible that the 
authorities have got the wrong man. 



CANADIAN CLUB DINNER. 

Sir Louis Davies on Scaling-A Prize for 
the Canadian Rifle Meeting. 

London, July 11. — A dinner was given 
by the Canadian Club this evening, at 
which Sir Robert Gillespie presided. 
There were present Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the Canadian Premier, Sir Donald A. 
Smith, Canadian High Commissioner in 
London, Sir Louis Davies, the Canadian 
Minister of Marine, Sir Charles Rivera 
Wilson, President of the Grand Trunk 
Railway of Canada, Sir John DeVilliers, 
President of the Legislative Coun- 
cil of the Cape of Good Hope; 
Sir Arthur James Frernantle, and 100 
others. Addresses were made by Sir 
Robert Gillespie, Sir Wilfrid Lnurier, 
Sir Louis Davies and several others. In 
the course of his remarks Sir Louis 
Davies declared that the Canadian peo- 
ple do not desire any relaxation of the 
sealing regulations adopted at Paris. 

At the conclusion of the dinner a pre- 
sentation waa made to Mr. Gillespie, 
formerly secretary of the club, who in 
returning thanks said he would devote 
the money to the presentation^ a dial 
lenge cup to the Dominion Rifle Associa- 
tion to be competed for at the annual 
meetings in Canada. 

FIGHTING IN BRAZIL. 

Insurgents Inflict Heavy Losses on the Gov 
eminent Forces. 

London-, July 14.— The Times corre 
spondent in Rio de Janeiro says that an 
official telegram dated the 9th stated 
that the bombardment of the forces of 
Consetheiro at Canudos is proceeding 
and the lighting is going on daily. The 
fanatics have got stores of ammunition 
and make frequent attacks upon the 
government troops from ambush, in 
great numbers. At times they hold the 
road from Canudos to Monto Sato. The 
government forces have lost 700 men 
killed or wounded, including 20 officers, 
among whom are Colonels Thompson, 
Flores and Sucupira. Forty-nine of the 
enemy have been killed or wounded. 



AGAINST CECIL RHODES. 

Report of the Transvaal Raid Committee 
Very Strongly Condemns 
His Actions. 

London, July 13. — The parliamentary 
South African commission which has 
been inquiring into the Transvaal raid 
has agreed upon a report. This report 
will express an emphatic opinion that 
whatever justification there might have 
been for action on the part of the people 
oi Johannesburg, there was none what- 
ever for Cecil Rhodes' conduct in subsi- 
dizing, organizing and _ stimulating an 
armed insurrection against the govern- 
ment of the Transvaal. A heavy respon- 
sibility remains with Rhodes, despite the 
fact that at the last moment Dr. Jame- 
son invaded the Transvaal without 
Rhodes' direct sanction. The gravity 
of Rhodes' transaction is weightily ex- 
pressed by the committee's report, 
which, in referring to Rhodes, uses the 
following language: 

"That he seriously embarrassed both 
the Imperial and Colonial governments; 
that the proceedings resulted in an 
astounding breach of international 
comity ; that he utilized his position 
and the great interests he controlled to 
assist and support the revolution and 
deceived the High Commissioner, as 
well aB concealed his viewB from the 
members of the colonial ministry and 
the Chartered Company." 
• The committee iB of the opinion that- 
of the Chartered Company directors who 
were examined only Mr. Beit and Mr. 
Maguire were cognizant of the plans of 
Rhodes and as Beit was entrusted with 
the money to promote the revolutionary 
movement, he must share the full re- 
sponsibility for the consequences. 

The members of the committee, in 
conclusion, unite to condemn the raid, 
but at the same time they express the 
opinion that nothing will be gained by 
proceeding with the proposed ex- 
tension of inquiry into the ad- 
ministration of the "Chartered Com- 
pany. They declare Lord Roae- 
meade and Mr. Chamberlain and the 
under secretaries of the colonial 
ollice to be blameless, on the ground 
that there is no evidence that any of 
them was in any sense cognizant 
of the plans for the raid ; but 
they pronounce Sir Graham Bower, Im- 
perial secretary of the high commission- 
er, guilty of a grave dereliction of duty 
in that he failed to decline to receive 
from Cecil Rhodes confidential com- 
munications wholly incompatible with 
the duty he owed the commissioner. 

A voluminious minority report will 
be presented by Mr. Labouchere. 



A GREAT WELCOME. 

Toronto Signally Honors the Jubilee Sol- 
diers and Highlanders' Athletic Team. 

Toronto, July 14.— The public recep- 
tion given to the Highlanders and the 
Jubilee contingent to-night was the 
moat popular one ever given here. Fully 
20,000 people witnessed the procession 
on the BtreetB and fully 20,000 more were 
at the park where the presentations 
were made.

The Market Exhibits Strength and Some 
New Records Made— A Strong 
Closing. 

New Yoiik, July 14.— The security 
market continued to-day to exhibit 
strength on widely distributed dealings. 
St. Paul common crossed 85, which price 
it had not touched in ten yeara. The 
preferred also made anew record, reach- 
ing 140%. On enormous transactions 
Sugar alternately rose and fell on more 
or less favorable news from Washington.

He was also ft 
member of the Woodmen of the World, 
and filled the chair for the first, time 
after the lodge organized in New West- 
minster. He has been police magistrate 
in New Westminster for ten years, and 
it is eaid never had a decision reversed.

parts of the Coast country. His com- 
pany have 24 options, he Bays, on Tex- 
ada and several on this island, some c.f 
which b.s considers very favorable. But 
while, this is the case, the Koot- 
jtiav also baa an attraction and 
thither Mr. Shaw will go immediately. 
Stocks in England have dropped 
by the millions, said Mr. Shaw last even- 
ing. The Transvaal trouble killed min- 
ing in South Africa, and the Turkish war 
following, paralyzed business for a sea- 
Bon. But now there is a better feeling 
and there must be some outlet for the 
great wealth accumulated by English 
capitalists. There is no other way than in 
mining and in order toattractattention to 
the mineral resoureeB of this province 
British Columbiana should keep the 
subject continually before the moneyed 
men of the old country. The latter are 
like so manv lisii ; when they have bait 
thrown outtb them, they biteall together 
One hears of something good cropping 
up, and then all are after it. For some 
time punt English capitalists have 
avoiied anything American, Tliey 
have been so unmercifully taken in by 
the business world of the United States 
that they are indisposed to invest on 
this continent. British Columbian in- 
terests, Mr. Shaw considers, have Buf- 
fered for this very reason. Personally 
he is much impressed with the mining 
outlook here "and generally speaking 
thinks it compares well with that of any 
country he knows. He had a long chat 
with Premier Turner on rninin,' law yes- 
terday and found thatgentleman willing 
to assist in any way towards the ad- 
vancement of the province.

A LAND OF PROMISE. 

Victoria people might with advantage 
irlance backward a few years to the time 
when Kootenay was a name on the map 
and not much else. In those days they 
believed this would become a prosper- 
ous commercial centre, and they did not 
take the possible development of Koote- 
nay ata'l into consideration. They looked 
to the development of Vancouver Island, 
to the prospects of a revival of Cariboo 
greatness, to new discoveries iu the 
Cassiar. We speak now of mining. The 
Yukon was not then thought of as a 
gold-producing country. 

If we draw a line northeast from Vic- 
toria it will touch Yellow Head Pass, 
and south of it will lie the whole of 
Kootenay, Yale, the Big Bend country 
and the region around KamioopB, or 
Hay approximately 70,000 miles of ter- 
ritory. To thi,s we may add 30,000 ad- 
ditional square miles to cover all the 
territory which is directly tributary to 
the Canadian Pacific or can be most 
advantageously developed from that 
line as a basis. Excluding this 100,000 
square miles from consideration, we 
have, according Dr. Dawson, 433,600 
square miles of metalliferous territory 
left, which may be developed as well, if 
not better, from Victoria as from any 
other point. In view of this, what we may 
justly call, tremendous fact, we think 
thtt almost any anticipation as to the 
possible expansion of Victoria as 
a business centre will not bo 
leU to be an exaggeration. For the 
100,000 square miles omitted from 
consideration it may be claimed, 
though we do not admit the claim, that 
Vancouver, Xew Westminster, or some 
other point on the Mainland baa advan- 
tages over Victoria ; but for this much 
vaster and, we believe, incomparably 
richer area, Victoria holds a position 
that is in some respects unrivalled. 

There are in progress three railway 
projects, which will greatly aid in the 
development of this immensely valuable 
region, namely, the British Yukon, the 
Cassiar Central and the British Pacific', 
to dve the line from the Coast to Cari- 
boo its popular name. We are sanguine 
in our expectations that these three 
lines will be under construction within 
the next twelvemonth. Another line is 
needed before the situation lias been 
fully covered, namely, an extension of 
the E. & N. raiiway to the north end of 
the Island. Given these railway lines 
and the position of Victoria in respect to 
the future business of this great metal 
liferous Northwestern country will lit. 
commanding. 

We draw attention to these matters 
not to make any suggestions of a prac 
tical character to-day, but to set people 
thinking a little. The subject is worth 
much thought. When one comes to 
understand what it may signify, its pro 
mise appears almost dazzling. We have 
seen what has resulted from a partial 
development of the southern fifth of the 
great Northwest treasure land. This 
gives us some idea of what we may look 
forward to when tho northern four-fifths 
are made accessible to capital and enter- 
prise. 



over-capitalization, which it declares is 
a serious impediment to mining opera- 
tions in Australia. We have ill British 
Columbia another retarding influence, 
namely, the greed of prospectors, who 
seem to think that capitalists ought to 
be willing to pay fancy prices for a mere 
surface prospect. These two things com- 
bined are unquestionably preventing the 
progress of minine development in this 
province from being as rapid as it other- 
wise would be. 

Like tho Australian paper, we admit 
that there is 110 way, of preventing either 
over-capitalization or over-valuation by 
prospectors. Legislation is powerless, 
and about all the newspapers can do is 
endeavor to educate the public mind so 
that these things will be no longer pro- 
fitable. Mining to be permanently suc- 
ceBaful must be treated aa a business, 
and not as a respectable sort of gam- 
bling transaction in which a fortune iB 
to be made in a single turn. We 
do not use tho word gambling 
in an offensive sense, or as 
implying dishonesty, but because 
speculation is not a strong enough word. 
If a prospector finds promising rock he 
has a perfect right to ask* what he pleases 
for the claim. There may be cases 
where, if ho holds fop a high figure, lie 
will get it; but very much more fre- 
quently ho will make the most money 
by selling to any one who offers a reason- 
able price. As for over-capitalization, 
the term is of course a relative one. A 
mine may be over-capitalized at $100,- 
000 and another may be worthy of a 
$10,000,000 capitalization. What we 
understand by over-capitalization is tho 
floating of a company on such a basis 
that the intention of the promoters is 
plainly to work the public before work- 
ing the mine. This sort of thing has 
hurt British Columbia very consider- 
ably, but happily the experience of 
South Africa and Australia wilt prevent 
this province from being made the vic- 
tim ot unscrupulous promoters of com- 
panies. The British public, to whom 
we must look for nine-tenths of the 
money to develop our mineral re- 
sources, have caught on to the tricks of 
the company promoter and wo believo 
the chances for the success of companies 
with inflated capital are everyday be- 
coming less. This is a good thing, and 
the sooner mines are bought and capi- 
talized as closely on their merits ,as such 
speculative properties can be, the better 
for all concerned. 



The Spokane Chronicle says that the 
development of Kootenay has only 
begun and it is nouEonse to talk about 
tho bottom having fallen out of Eoss- 
land. It declares that though Roaslaud 
will progress more slowly as a city than 
hitherto, its progress will be substantial. 
This is the correct view of the case. 

If that absurd provision in regard to 
lumber cut in New Brunswick by Ameri- 
can citizens remains in the new United 
States tariff, the Dominion government, 
if they have authority to do bo, should 
put on an export duty on such lumber 
equal to the regular importdutyon lum- 
ber going into the United States. 

Wiikn Ambassador Hay was sent to 
England by President MoKinley, the 
Anglophobists said that he would not 
imitate Bayard in admiration of British 
institutions and in expressions of esteem 
for the British people. They were right 
in one sense. Hay is not imitating Bay- 
ard. He is going him ono hotter. 

In April, ISO", there wore 21,223 " in- 
dustrial companies " doing business in 
the United Kingdom, with a paid up 
capital of £1,145,402,993. In the last 
twenty years over $20,000,000,000 have 
been invested in the United Kingdom in 
such companies. The amount is simply 
incomprehensible.

At the risk of being monotonous we 
again refer to the neglect of the Domin- 
ion government to put an officer on the 
trail leading into the British Yukon. 
Already the government lias lost in du- 
ties this year a hundred times, or nearly 
so, tho salary of such an officer and 
Canadian merchants have lost hundreds 
of thousands of dollars worth of trade, 
And yet nothing is done, and there is 
apparently no thought of doing any- 
thing. The Colonist does not believo 
in mere factious criticisms of a govern- 
ment ; but the matter in question is one 
of gross neglect, and we can hardly find 
language to characterize it too strongly, 
If tho government does not believe what 
it has been told on the subject, it might 
at least Bend some confidential agent out 
to look into the matter. But there is no 
use of talking about that. Tho condition 
of things resulting from this long con- 
tinued neglect is a scandal and there is 
not a grain of excuse for its perpetuation 
for another da v.

" What we want is more small traders 
in the Yukon country," was the remark 
of a wholesaler yesteiday. "As things 
are at present the whole of the trade at 
the headwaters of the Yukon is in the 
hands of a huge corporation — the North 
American Trading and Transportation 
Company — who practically have a 
monopoly of the freighting business on 
the Yukon; and as this stream is the 
main artery of traffic with the mining 
regions in the Northwest, and the only 
one at present over which more than the 
ordinary ' pack ' of supplies can be 
carried, this company has complete con- 
trol of the trade of the mining camps. 
And this state of thing will continue un- 
til a line of railroad is built into that 
eection. 

" That thero is a mint of money in 
the business (or the present company 
will readily be seen when it is stated 
that the toll on freight from St. Michael's 
at the mouth of the Yukon to Dawson 
City at the mouth of theKlondyke is 
$100 per ton, and the steamer has" been 
known to make the round trip in three 
weeks. Goods purchased in Victoriaare 
landed at St. Michael for $15 per ton. 

" As this company is in a very large 
way of business it is in a position to buy 
in quantities almost as large bb many of 
the local wholesalers, and by purchasing 
elsewhere save the additional freight 
and handling, which form an item in 
invoices executed in Victoria, aa it is at 
Seattle that conuectionB are made 
with the line of steamers running to St. 
Michael's. 

"In spite of this handicap, over thirty 
tons of general supplies will go forward 
to Seattle on Friday morning, consigned 
to points on the Yukon river. Thia 
shipment will include a very con- 
siderable quantity of liquors, which, 
when added to previous shipments 
thin year, will bring the total 
quantity of 'refreshments' taken 
into the mines, something in the neigh- 
borhood of 12,000 gallons. It ia said 
that only three permits to Bell spirits 
have been issued this year by the 
Dominion government, which mani- 
festly must have the effect of creating 
another monopoly." 

Apart from the above the wholesale 
trade has nothing of interest to report, 
business locally being quiet, with fair 
demand from outside poiuta. Kootenay 
district busineBS continues satisfactory. 

Last week the usual small shipments 
of dry good-i were made to new mines in 
the North, John Piercy & Co. noting a 
sale of several hundred of heavy woollen 
shawls for the Indian trade in the frigid 
territories of the latest eldorado. Orders 
for many thousands of dollars' worth of 
furnishing goodB, however, are loBt to 
the Coast cities of this province almost 
every week owing to lack of direct com- 
munication with the niinea referred to, 
and from the fact noted above of the 
want of small traders. 

" The big corporation who juat now 
control the business of the whole of that 
part of the country," said one jobber, 
" can go direct to the mills and buy as 
cheaply as wejean, sojthat there is no di- 
vision of the profits and Victoria and 
Vancouver merchants do not do the 
trade they would were the monopoly 
broken and replaced by plenty of small 
traders." 

In anticipation of heavy crops and 
with the already increased demand from 
the rapid growth of the mining camps 
in the interior and on the islands, pro- 
duce merchants are looking forward to a 
season of great business activity. 

Other wholeaale lines complain of the 
dullness of local trade, but say that out- 
side orders are very gratifying, both in 
numbers aud quantity.

Of Iho thousand and ono touching 
scenes that are enacted in merry Eng- 
land every day I suppose that we luna- 
cy commissioners come across as many 
as most. And I donbt not that if any 
man \. 1-n lias served tho government in 
this capacity were to relate tho more 
m iking of his experiences in a sympa- 
thetic manner lie would command a 
large circle of interested readers, and 
■would surely draw tears from even the 
least emotional among them. I do not, 
howevi r, remember that any lunacy 
eonmiissiouer ever lias published such a 
volume, and 1 suppose the reason is not 
Car to seek. A constant course of prac- 
tical routine, of dry statistics and cal- 
culations of what I may call the work- 
aday business of lunacy unfits a man 
to regard these experiences front uu 
emotional or pathetic aspect and tends 
to make him employ his leisure thoughts 
upon subjt ots as far as possible removed j 
from those of the shop, while even if 
it were otherwise the obligations of 
professional secrecy would be a formida- 
ble burner to the successful treatment 
of such ;t theme. 

At times, however, a case arises at- 
tended with features that cannot fail to 
excite strong feeling in tho most hard- 
ened professional bosom. It is a case of 
this nature that I now set myself to re- 
ite, and I do so the more readily be- 
cause there is no fear in the present in- 
stance of my causing pain or distress 
to any person concerned. If, therefore, 
I shield myself under cover of mislead- 
ing names and dales, it is rather as a 
conventional formality than as a precau- 
tion that is in any degree requisite. 

At n distance of time — which I will 
call live years ago — my business duties 
took mo to inspect a well known asylum 
in tho west of England. Dr. X., the 
id of the establishment, Wits an old 
and valued friend of mine, and I was 
pleased that my apportionment of cir- 
cuit should happen to include his insti- 
tution. 

Oil this particular occasion of my 
visit to Dr. X., 1 arrived at the asylum 
overnight, and my -friend hospitably 
put me up. Next morning, after break- 
fast, 1 strolled round, accompanied by 
Dr. X., on u tour of inspection, know- 
ing, however, very well that it was 
simply a pro forma affair, and that I 
should find everything about the asylum 
in a satisfactory and efficient state. On 
previous visits, I had noticed how much 
Dr. X. bad done in ruaku his patients 
calm and contented by humoring their 
many foibles, and on this occasion I 
was mere than ever struck by the care- 
ful, discriminating way in which this 
system was being carried out and by 
the favorable results which evidently 
arose from it. No doubt, a man devoid 
of unusually sound judgment would 
soon find himself in difficulties if ho 
adopted such a system. But Dr. X. 'b 
judgment was so reliable, his shrewd- 
ness so Le< n. his sympathy so remarka- 
bly in touch with his patients, that he 
knew just where to apply and jusl 
where to avoid his plan of humoring, 
and it was seldom indeed that the event 
proved him to have been injudicious. 

1 1 was a line August, morning, aud 
miisi of (he pat icnts wore ont in tho 
In autiful grounds attached to the asy- 
lum. I knew many of thcrn, from pre- 
vious visits, and not a few camo up and 
r.-clcomed me with effusive cordiality. 
They seemed pleased, also, to see the 
doctor, and I thought that some of 
them regarded him with cpuite affec- 
tionate eyes. This, in itself, spoke vol- 
umes for the success of his regime — for 
that the head of a largo asylum has 
gained the love of his unhappy patients 
is the most convincing proof of his efli- 
cieuey that could possibly be adduced. 

.Most of tho unfortunate men were 
strolling about in an aimless way; it 
few were walking fast, as if their life 
depended on their covering five miles in 
the hour; a few others were gardening, 
and some few wero sitting on tho seats. 
But it is to ono paricut only that I wish 
to druw particular attention. Ho was 
in a retired corner of the grounds, quite 
by himself. The nook in which ho had 
ensconced himself was very picturesque 
and charming. It was an opening in 
tho midst of shrubs, some score of yards 
square, laid out in an old fashioned 



border, rich with a mixed profusion of 
old world flowers. At the back grew 
tall hollylioehs ! sunflowers, goldenrod 
and evening primrose, and in tho front 
the low lie. hut not less lovely, durlingE 
of a bygone age. I am a herbaceous en- 
thusiast myself — a floral antiquarian, 
a botanical tory — and I noted with de- 
light that all my favorites were repre- 
sented. Yes, here they all were, colum- 
bine, sweet william, Mary bud, can- 
terbury bell, fritillary, London pride, 
Solomon's seal, white and yellow ali- 
son, or, as the cottagers more prettily 
rail it, garden gate, aud creeping jennie 
and bachelors' buttons. Aye, and those 
dear, delicious herbs, recalling tho fra- 
grant memories of my sunny childhood, 
balm, and marjoram, and lemon leaf, 
aud old man's (or boy's) love, as village 
maidens would rather know it. 

And on his knees, weeding' tbo bor- 
rter, pausing ever and anon to survey 
his labors with a proud and tender 
glance, I saw the gardener of this fairy 
plot. How lovingly his eye lingered on 
tho flowers. What fond delight beamed 
in his approving smile I It was not till 
we had stood watching him for sonic 
minutes that ho became aware of our 
presence. Then he looked up. 

"Well, doctor, "he exclaimed, "and 
how do you think my garden shows to- 
day:" 

"Beautiful, beautiful, my dear sir!" 

The poor fellow's eyes sparkled with 
pleasure at that. 

"Iam glad you think so, " he said. 
"She is coming this afternoon, yon 
know. ' ' 

*'Ahl So she is," replied my kiud 
hearted companion nodding. 

"And she is sure to be pleased with 
my flowers — she must bo pleased — eh, 
doctor?" inquired tho patient eagerly 
and anxiously. 

"Not a doubt of it. It is a foregone 
conclusion. " 

The unhappy man heaved a deep sigh 
of contentment and relief. 

"Thank God for that, doctor! I have 
arranged them just as she likes them — 
haven't I? And there is plenty of boy'.' 
love — isn't there? She has always been 
so fond of boy's love.

Stone Formations on Which Wero round 
Some Wonderful Pictures. 

Pliny, a well known writer of abf.it 
tho time of Christ, mentions having 
seen an agate the lines and markings of 
which formed a perfect picture of Apollo 
and the nine muses. Pliny says that tho 
little children recognized it on sight. 
In this wonderful natural picture, as 
well as tho artificial drawings, 'Apollo 
was represented seated in the midst of 
tho muses, harp in hand. 

Majolus, another writer of high stand- 
ing, saw an agate in the collection of a 
jeweler at Venice which, when polish- 
ed, showed a perfect picture of a shep- 
herd with a crook in hand and cloak 
thrown loosely over his shoulders. 

In the church of St. John, at Pisa, " 
Italy, there is a pieco of stono heavily 
marked with red, blue and yellow spar, 
the lines representing an old man with 
heavy white beard, with a bell in his 
hand, seated beside a small stream. To 
the worshipers at, St. John's it is known 
as tho St. Anthony stone, the picture 
upon it being a perfect likeness of that 
saint, even to the minor details of tunio 
and bell. * 

In 1005 some quarrymen in Italy 
burst open a slab of marble, both sides 
of which contained an imago of St. John 
the Baptist covered with tho skin of a 
camel. Everything was trto to nature 
—a single exception, the saint had only 
been provided with ono leg and foot. 
How, when or upon what pretext tho 
^Turks were allowed to gain possession 
of the wonderful relic, tho writer's au- 
thority fails to state. It only adds that 
the miraculous production is now in tho 
temple of St. Sophia at Constantinople. 

Directly after tho great Johnstown 
flood D. S. Wingrove, superintendent of 
the marble yard at the penitentiary at 
Baltimore, found a Hlab of marble with 
lines and "veius which mado a perfect' 
picture of tho fated city of Johnstown 
and tho surrounding country. The sky ^ 
is plainly marked, as aro also tho hills 
and mountains surrounding tho town. 
Piles upon piles of ruins aro marked, . 
with an occasional stecplo or toppling 
wall overhanging tho scene of awful de- 
struction. Taken all in all, tho scien- 
tists consider it one of tho most wonder- 
ful natural formations over found iu 
'America. — Brooklyn Eagle.

New York, July 14.— A Bpecial to the 
Tribune from Washington says: 

"Important and exhaustive instruc- 
tions have recently been sent to Secre- 
tary Sherman to Ambassador Hay for 
his guidance in urging on the British 
government compliance with the provis 
ions of the Behring sea award, which 
looked to the perservance of seal life in 
Alaskan waters. Part of the report is as 
follows : 

" His Excellency John Hay, London: 

" The British ambassador has handed 
me a copy of a dispatch from Her 
Majesty's principal secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, which dispatch consti- 
tutes the reply of the British government 
to the proposals of the President, as pre 
sented in a note to your embassy for a 
modus vivendi for the suspension of all 
killing of seals for the present season, 
and for a joint conference of the powers 
concerned, with a view to the necessary 
measures being adopted for the preser 
vance of the fur seals of the North 
"Pacific. It will be Been that both pro- 
posals have been rejected. I need haidly 
say that the President is greatly dis 
appointed at this action, especially when 
based on such unsubstantial and in 
adequate reasons. 

The President's concern, in view of 
the depleted condition of the seal herd 
is occasioned not alone from an examin 
ation of Dr. Jordan's report lor 1890, and 
what be has reason to suppose were the 
conclusions of Professor Thompson, but 
were based upon a series of observations 
and statistics covering a much longer 
period than treated by those gentlemen 
establishing the state of the facts be 
yond refutation, and which in part ii 
set forth in my note to the British am- 
bassador on the same date as by cable 
gram to you. It is therefore quite sur 
prising that Her Majesty's secretary 
Bhould base the rejection of the proposals 
of this government, so impressively pre 
sented, upon a report of one of the scien 
tiats, whose facts and conclusions are 
incorrectly apprehended , and the delayed 
report of another, which for the first 
time was made public concurrently with 
the receipt of his Lordship's note. It 
would have been gratifying to me and 
to my government in studying the im- 
portant subject under consideration, if 
Professor Thompson's report could have 
been made public with the promptness 
which marked the appearance of that of 
Dr. Jordan. In that case there would 
have been ample time for both govern- 
ments to have examined the reports of 
these two eminent scientists before the 
opening of another sealing season. But 
it seems to have better suited the pur- 
pose of Her Majesty's government to 
withhold Professor Thompson's report 
until an opportunity was afforded to ex- 
amine that of Dr. Jordan, and thus en- 
able the former to pass the latter in 
review, criticize his statements, and as 
far as possible minimize his con- 
clusions." 

Secretary Sherman expresses regret 
that the impartial character which has 
been the cuBtom to attribute to the re- 
ports of naturalists has been impaired 
by this apparent subjection to political 
exigencies of the situation, and it was 
so long delayed that no opportunity was 
offered for examination before the final 
rejection of the President's proposals. 

Secretary Sherman says : " Lord 
Salisbury asserts that Dr. Jordan's re- 
port does not contain the facts warrant- 
ing the statement that there is a deple- 
ted condition and prospective early ex- 
tinction of the herd. The note to your 
embassy on the 10th ult. does not attri- 
bute such a statement to Dr. Jordan, 
but it is diffionlt to understand how any 
one can read his report without reach- 
ing the conclusion that such is the real 
condition of the herd. If all that the 
Professor claims is admitted, it does not 
militate against that. Since pelagic seal- 
ing became general the decline of the 
herd has been steady and rapid." 

After reviewing some portions of the 
reports, Secretary Sherman says: •' It is 




not easy to understand how Lord Salis- 
bury can reconcile his refusal to enter- 
tain the proposals of the President with 
the intereats of his own countrymen, to 
Bay nothing of the friendly relations 
which he desire to maintain with the 
United States, Russia and Japan." 

THE CONFEREES DISAGREE. 

No Prospect of Immediate Report Upon the 
United States Tariff-Sugar a 
Principul Issue. 

Washington, July 14.— The conferees 
on the tariff bill found themselves ap- 
parently further apart than they were at 
the beginning of the conference. There 
was no immediate prospect of agree- 
ment, and more than one member 
stated that the entanglement was such 
that the settlement might be indefinite- 
ly prolonged. From all that can be 
learned, there has been a general reces- 
sion from the partial agreement made 
on the more important articles until 
sugar, wool, hides, etc., can be definite- 
ly fixed. The principal contention i6 
Btill about sugar. 

The Senate confereea are disposed to 
resent the efforts of Speaker Reed to in- 
fluence the action of the conferees. Tho 
Senators are inclined to construe the 
Speaker's participation in the proceed- 
ings as unwarranted, and are lirrarently 
more determined than before his atti- 
tude was made known to hold out for 
the Senate figures. 



GOLD DREDGING LEASES. 

Government to Take a Royalty on the Pro- 
duct of the Saskatchewan. 

Ottawa, July 14. — Applications have 
been received by the department of the 
interior from persons who desire to leaee 
BtretcheB of the Saskatchewan river and 
dredge for gold among the sand at the 
bottom. The department has decided to 
grant the leases under stringent condi- 
tions, one of which is that a royalty on 
all gold brought up shall be paid to the 
government. After advertising Stewart 
river, in tho Yukon country, us open to 
tender for dredging for gold, and receiv- 
ing several ofl'erB, the department de- 
cided that it would not be right to hand 
over the gold in that river except with 
a proviso that a royalty should be paid 
to the government, and no contract was 
awarded. The gold in the Saskatchewan 
being very fine and difficult to obtain by 
washing, and therefore not bo much 
sought after by gold hunterB, it is con- 
sidered wise to lease five-mile stretches 
to parties who wish to dredge.

MAGNETIC INFLUENCES. 

Variations Noted In British Columbia 
Waters—" Topeka " ■ Sails— The 
" India's " Cargo. 

Information received in the marine 
and fisheries department from various 
Bources appears to indicate that the mag- 
netic viariation in the waterB between 
the mainland of British Columbia and 
Vancouver Island ii changing much 
more rapidly than is indicated by the 
noteB on Admiralty charts. When Mr. 
Stewart surveyed Vancouver harbor in 
1891, ho found the magueetie variation 
to be 23 deg. 25 min. E., and the varia- 
tion was set down as decreasing 1 min. 
(one minute) annunlly. From recent 
biarings taken by Capt. J. T. Walbran 
ir. would appear that the variation at 
Vancouver is now about 25 deg. E: The 
magnectic variation shown on Admiraly 
chart No. 580 at Baynes Sound is about 
23 deg. 30 min. Recent observations by 
officers of the Royal Navy indicate tho 
easterly variation at that place to bo 
more than 20 deg. Similiar reports from 
other localities indicate a rapid and well 
delined increase in the easterly variation. 
Marinera are warned that they may find 
the easterly variation throughout Brit 
ish Columbia waters greater than i 
Bhown on the charts and are requested 
to forward particulars of any observations 
they may take for viariation to the chief 
engineer of the Department of Marine 
and Fisheries, Ottawa. 

MARINE NOTES. 

It was 10 :30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing when the City of Topeka arrived 
from the Sound on her voyage North. 
Her crowded condition, noted in yester- 
day's Colonist, was due to a large party 
of excuiBiouistB, for whose benefit the 
Bhip made a longer Btay than usual in 
port. Among the Northbound passen- 
gers is a San Franciscan who has con- 
tracted for a five-stamp mill and 40,000 
feet of lumber to bo used on his miuiu; 
claimB at Berner's Bay. 

The local agents of the Empress line 
were yesterday advised of the sailing of 
the India for this port on Friday last. 
The ship is due to arrive on Tuesday 
with 900 tons oi overland cargo, 110 tonB 
of silk. 100 tons of general ireight for 
Victoria, and 50 for Port Townsend. She 
carries 50 steerage passengers for Vic- 
toria, a similar number for Vancouver, 
25 for Puget Sound ports and Portland, 
and 250 ^or overland cities, beaides 50 in 
the saloon. 

The Rosalie was late in leaving port 
last evening through having an extra 
heavy freight to bundle. She brought 
in 50 barrels of lacquer for R. P. Rithet 
& Co., and 433 sacks of shorts for tho 
Brackman & Ker Milling Co. 

After waiting several days off the 
outer wharf for the tug Lome, the bark 
St. Katherine hitched on to that steamer 
last evening and towed to Bea. 

A largo seven-ton safe for the Bank of 
Montreal arrived on the City of King- 
ston yesterday morning.

of the provincial parliament, for the 
water bill distinctly laid down the prin- 
ciple of tho government ownership of 
tho water and only allowed the leasing 
of water power with such restrictions 
that no one could gain a monopoly.
